name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of béisiness is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried-on.

90 Day U.S. Notes 


TALLAHASSEE—?FIoridá bank- 
ers are opposed to the plan to put 
the state’s surplus funds into 90 
day U. S. Treasury notes. Surplus 
funds are now deposited in banks 
and draw 1 per cent interest.
